DEMAND TRIUMPH FULL AND COMPLETE 


Amsterdam, April 20.—German newspapers are indulgring in a 
veritable orgy of self-glorification at the record figure of the sixth 
German war loan. 


The expectation is expressed on all sides that the entente will 
now certainly see that the attempt to exhaust Germany's 
financial 
strength is an utter failure. 


The deduction is freely drawn 
that this perception, coupled with 
an American crop faihire and the 
German submarine exploits must 
bring a speedy victory. 


The Vossische Zeitung attributes the 
success of the lofui "to the fires that 
flamed up in German breasts at Pres- 
ident Wilson's repulsive treatment of 
us." 
The Die Post points out that the 
sixth war loan coincides with Amer- 
ica's entry into the war, the German 
people in this way testifying to its 
conviction of victory. 


The Deutsche Tages Zeitung says 
that "this U-boat loan showed 
that 
even a world-capital power like the 
United States is unable to shake the 
confidence of the German people in 
the least," and that it is made plain 
that Germany wants

Himgarian government to abolish all 
restrictions on public gatherings, to 
restore the freedom of the press and 
to furnish genuine proof of the hon- 
orableness and sincerity of its desire 
for peace.

Incident Most Sig^iificant. 


The service in the historic cathedral, 
where the most momentous occasions 
of national rejoicing 
and 
mourning 
have been solemnized, was 
unprece- 
dented in being the commemoration of 
an act and decision of another nation. 
Overhead in the dim arches hung the 
dust-weighted and battle torn Hags of 
famous 
British 
regiments, 
some 
of 
which had been carried in the Ameri- 
can war of the revolution while among 
the tonibs and memorials of famous 
soldiers ranged about the walls were 
the names of those who fought against 
the colonies in that war. 


The 
cathedral 
seats 
nearly 
4,000 
people and was filled to its furthermost 
recesses. 
All 
seats 
were 
occupied 
when King George and Queen Mai-y 
entered, followed by the mayors and 
aldermen of the 26 boroughs of Lon- 
don, wearing their scarlet robes of of- 
fice. 


American Embassy Present. 


The American embassy and consular 
staffs occupied front seats with repre- 
sentatives of the Pilgrims, tlie Ameri- 
cRn society, the American

club, and the American chamber of 
commerce.

The king and queen and

congregation rose while their majes- 
ties walked down the center aisles and 
remained standing until the royal par- 
ty was seated. 
Then the hymn,

sung in a deep and mighty chorus with 
a heavy roll of drums f r o m the band 
of the Welsh guard.s. 


•An Impressive Seriiee. 


The service which followed consist- 
ed of the Lord's Prayer, Psalms XLVI 
and LIV, lessons from Isaiah LXI, the 
Apostle's Creed, a prayer, the "Battle 
Hymn of the Republic," a sermon by 
Bishop 
Brent, 
th-e hymn, 
"Through 
the Xight of Doubt and Sorrow," ben- 
ediction by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, singing of "The Star Spangled 
Banner" and "God Save the King." 


The clergy of St. Paul's conducted 
the service, assisted by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and the Bishop of Lon- 
don. 
Tho text 
from 
which Bishop 
Brent spoke was chosen from Macca- 
bees, second chapter, thirteenth verse, 
"Having gone apart from the elders he 
resolved that they should go forth and 
try the matter in fight, by the help of 
God, and committing the decision to 
the Lord of the world and exhorting 
them that were with him to contend 
manfully, even unto death, for the laws, 
the temple, the city, the country and 
the commonwealth, 
he 
pitched his 
camp—having given out to his men the 
watchword 'Victory Is God's.' " 


Not to Be Forgotten. 


It is impo.ssible for all the congrega- 
tion to hear the words of a preacher in 
St. Paul's, but the prayers and psalms 
were read by the whole assemblage 
and the hymns, sung by thousands of 
voices reinforced by the choir, great 
organ, trumpets and drums, were deep- 
ly moving and unforgettable. 


The royal party came from Windsor 
for the service and drove to the cathe- 
dral in open carriages drav/n by four 
horses with out-rlders but no military 
escorts. 


The king returned to Buckingham 
palace afterwarcj, the crowds 
along 
the route cheering him heartily.

The most Impressive feature of the 
service came when the band played a 
stanza of "The Star Spangled 
Ban- 
ner." 
The great crowd ro&e as one 
man and every one seemed to stand 
in soldier like attitude as the stiains 
of the anthem resounded through the 
great cathedral. 
Almost every 
per- 
son present sang in a subdued tone. 
Even the king's lips moved as he fol- 
lowed the lines. 
After the last line, 
ending, "The home of the brave," the 
king nodded approvingly toward the 
queen. 


Then the band played the British 
national anthem in which every one 
joined except the king. 
He watched 
the band Intently and silently. 


The king took the deepest interest 
in the service from the moment of his 
entry into the cathedral. 
He sat In 
the first row of 
seats 
and 
directly 
across the aisle sat Ambassador Paige, 
Admiral Sims and the staffs of the 
American embassy and consulate. The 
only decorations in the cathedral were 
a large American flag and a Union 
Jack, which hung side by side over 
the chancel rail.

federal service, you are advised that 
the discharge of men solely because of 
the fact that they are married or have 
families is not authorized. 


"When a man's means are ample 
for the support of his family in his 
absence or where his business can be 
so conducted In his absence as to afford 
a means of support for his family dis- 
charge should not be granted. 


"The object of discharging men as 
provided in the circular letter of April 
9, above referred to, is to avoid work- 
ing a hardship on dependent members 
of their families and to obviate the 
necessity of the payment of benefits to 
such members while the soldier is in 
federal service."

QOLDBN TBXlV4lb» bath done what 
8he could.—Mk. 14:8. 


This ts a lesson of Jesus In the 
home. It occurred at the beginning of 
passion week. 
We hare before ns the 
master; the worker, Martha; the wor* 
shlper, Mary; the witness, Lazarus; 
the traitor, Judas, and the people with- 
out. 
An unconscious bit of wisdom 
fell from the lips of that good house* 
wife who exclaimed, "How much bet- 
ter my neighbors' houses look when 1 
have my windows clean." Too much 
we are looking through the eyes of 
selfishness. Out of this lesson let us 
learn to look through unselfish eyes. 


I. Unjuit Criticism (vv. 1-6). It Is 
six days before Jesus' last Passover, 
^he accounts of Matthew and Mark 
suggest It to have been within two 
days, 
because 
they mentioned 
this 
feast after telling of the conspiracy oi 
the chief priests and elCers with Ju- 
das, who came to his determination to 
sell his Master after the reprimand 
given him on this occasion. 


(1) The Value of Good Deeds. Je- 
sus did not forget, in the supreme 
hour of his life, the friends whom he 
loved. 
To bring them some further 
spiritual gifts, he had come to their 
home in Bethany. 
Doubtless he also 
had In mind the desire to nourish the 
faith which had been kindled In the 
hearts of all by the resurrection ol 
Lazarus, just as he returned to Cana 
after having performed his first mir- 
acle (John 4:54). 
Jesus was Very 
God of Very God, yet he was very 
much of a real man; therefore he en- 
joyed the pleasures of home as much 
as other men, and the joys of kinship 
and brotherhood. 


(2) The Wealth of Good Deeds. Out 
of her love Mary expended $51, prob- 
ably her whole treasure, in the pur- 
chase of this alabaster box, and put 
it aside to use it upon him at the 
proper time. We do not think that she 
stopped to calculate the cost of this 
ointment. Love never estimates value. 
Her deed proved a safer guide of con- 
duct than the calculating prudence of 
Judas and the oilier disciples (see 
Matt. 26:8). 
Such deeds are always 
looked upon with suspicion. The Isca- 
rlots usually are the lenders in criti- 
cizing the actions of others. Envy lay 
at the bottom of their criticism, but i 
good deeds are unconscious, for we ^ 
read that "the house was filled with 
odor." 


(3) 'A Standard of Good 
Deeds 


(Mark 14:8); "She did what she 
could," and we have also the record 
of good deeds, a memorial to her 
(Mark 14:9). A large number of peo- 
ple who never give of their own to the 
poor nor to the kingdom of God are 
willing to criticize others who do give 
out of the gratitude of their loving 
hearts. 


II. Gracious 
Commendation 
(vv. 
7-11). 
Jesus praised where his disci- 
ples and Judas criticized. 
The poor 
they always had with them 
(Marli 
14:7). 
This must have been a chal- 
lenge that evidently they had not at- 
tended to the poor as they should. 
Jesus also tells them frankly that 
whatever they do for him they must 
do speedily. 
Jesus' judgment upon 
Judas is a rebuke of the disciples; his 
exposure of the sophistry of the crit- 
ics and of their subtlety is suggestive. 
Upon Mary's act he bestowed 
tlie 
highest possible praise. 
"She bath 
done what she could." 
That is all that 
Is asked of anyone (II Cor. 8:12). Such 
commendation as Jesus bestowed upon 
Mary he bestowed upon no other, and 
his wonderful predictions concerning 
her (Matt. 26:13) have been literally 
fulfilled. Jesus' judgment upon Mary 
is also suggestive. 
He shielded her, 
"let her alone;" He approved her 
works as belüg good, and he Inter- 
preted her innermost purpose In the 
act which she had performed. 
This 
outward act was literally the pouring 
forth of lier heart's adoration and wor- 
ship. 
Martha was in part taken up 
with her household service. 
Lazarus 
was In part taken up with his enjoy- 
ment of the presence of Jesus, but 
Mary was wholly taken up with Jesus 
himself. 
Does the record surprise us: 
"Wheresoever 
this gospel 
shall be 
preached throughout the whole world, 
this also which she hath done shall be 
spoken of for a memorial of her?" 
Juilas, under the judgment of Jesus, 
was stung (Matt. 26:14) and hurries 
at once to the enemies of Jesus to 
strike a bargain with them for the be- 
trayal of his Lord though he did not 
secure from these enemies the equiva- 
lent of what she had poured upon him. 
Christ will 
no man's debtor. He 
takes the poor offerings we lay before 
him, and crowns them with the rich- 
est reward. 
Mary's gift of ointment 
received words of commendation of 
which she never dreamed, and a re- 
ward far beyond her fondest hope, and 
has been the fount of countless deeds 
rich vi til love. Many people had gath- 
ered, not only for Jesus' sake. But 
that they might see Lazarus also. He 
drew people because of what Jesus had 
done for him, yet he drew them to 
Jesus. 
This broüght him also mider 
condemnation, for we must share the 
bitterness of the foes of Jesus.

San Franci.sco, Cal., April 20.—One 
of the most thrilling acinevements in 
exploration was told 
here 
recently 
when Sir Ernest Shackleton, 
English 
hero of the Antarctic, related the ter- 
rors, tragedy and hardships 
of the 
final chapter in his dash for the South 
Pole. 


Sir Ernest has just returned from 
New Zealand, following the rescue of 
seven of his party from tiie far side of 
the polar continent, and is on his way 
to England to join the navy. 


It 
was a 
document 
laboriously 
written in seals' blood which 
finally 
guided the Intrepid explorer to the 
little group of men who awaited Help 
on the far icy barrens. 


Three of the ten, left behind when 
Shackleton and h i i mates beat up out 
of the south to organize a rescue ex- 
pedition, were found to have died. The 
sufferings of the others was almost be- 
yond relief. 


Shacklton tells of this super adven- 
ture with the quiet reserve of a work- 
man who reports a finished Job. 


"We reached McMurdo Island," he 
said, "on January 10, 1917. I went 
ashore to an old hut and there found 
the document written in seals' blood. 
It said the men were in a hut which 
had been used by Scott, at Cape Evans, 
six miles to the south. 
We sailed ac- 
cordingly and saw the men on shore. 
I went In and signaled the men aboard 
ship by lying down once for each man 
that had died in the marooned party. 


"The three men had been lost eight 
months previous. 


"When the Aurora, one of the other 
rescue ships which had tried to reach 
the party, broke away in May, 1915, 
two groups of men had gone inland to 
lay depots and had not returned to 
Hut Point. 
Four scientists had re- 
mained at Cape Evans. 
When the two 
parties found each other sixteen dogs 
had died on the trail, and Mackintosh, 
Joyce and Wild were badly frostbitten. 
Thece were, however, ample provisions 
and. fuel. >

vivors that Shackleton is now return- 
ing to England.

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Fort Wayne Answers. 


Fort Wayne has answered. Fort Wayne will go on to answer. 
From the outside some question had been put upon the loyalty of 
this city. That was an aspersion for which there was no warrant. 


Thursday afternoon something like half of Fort Wayne's popu- 
lation of eighty thousand fell in behind the bands and the drums and 
kept step to the music of the Union. Forty thousand men, women and 
children carried flags in the greatest demonstration of patriotic spirit 
ever given in the state. No city of the entire country so thoroughly 
devoted itself to a celebration of Lexington day. Those of the people 
who did not march lined the long route of the parade and cheered 
those who did march. Flags were every^vhere. The spirit of loyalty 
was vocal everywhere. 


That was the answer made by Fort Wayne to the question. 
There is another ansAver from this good and loyal city. It will be 
found written on the recruiting rolls. This city is doing its bit—do- 
ing that bit much better than most other cities in the country. Fort 
.Wayne's young men are enlisting. Indiana stands Avith one or two 
other states of the mid-west in the front of all her sisters in response 
to the call for fighting men. Fort Wayne is among the leaders of the 
cities of the state in sending her young men to the war. 


That is a good and sufficient answer—^not only to the question, 
but to the country's call for men. 


The city of Fort Wayne is making another answer—a sound, ma- 
terial and patriotic answer. This city will be found before the spring 
is well advanced to be also among those that lead in the increased pro- 
duction of food. Under the leadership of Mayor Ilosey patriotic spir- 
it has been stirred to the nation's imperative need of things to eat. 
There is a lively response to that call. One man has turned over forty 
acres of ground to be used without cost by eighty boys in the cultiva- 
tion of potatoes. Within another week hundreds of acres of land in 
and about the city will be freely given to similar purpose. The mu- 
nicipal government has placed itself in charge of the program for in- 
creased food production. Public money will be liberally appropriated 
to the purchase of seeds and the cost of plowing. Joining in this work 
are great interests that will furnish tractors and the fuel to operate 
them. Thousands of householders will cultivate home gardens. Fort 
>Vayne is going to do her bit and more than her bit in strengthening 
the arms of the government by removing the food problem that has a 
relation so vital to the war. 


Fort Wayne has answered and is answering and will go on to 
a n s w e r the unfairness and injustice of the question that uninformed 
a n d c a r p i n g outsiders h a v e dared put t o her patriotism and the 
whole-hearted loyalty of the entire body of her people. 


Example Worth Emulating. 


In the donation by Mr. Abe Ackerman of forty acres of land on 
the edges of the city for the cultivation of potatoes there is an exam- 
ple that others will find worthy of their emulation. Not many realty 
owners have so much land that can be donated, but forty men with an 
acre apiece will go as far. The thing is to bring all available produc- 
tive land under cultivation. In Mr. Ackerman's case the gift is con- 
ditioned such wise as to have vastly more good results than the pro- 
duction of some thousands bushels of potatoes, great and important 
as that will be. His land is to be turned over to boys who will be al- 
lowed to have the fruits of their toil. It will at once enlist in a pa- 
triotic labor four score youth. It will teach eighty boys the dignity of 
;labor. It will school almost a hundred youngsters in the imperative 
lesson of self-support. It will give this small army of lads an acquain- 
tance with the soil and in many of them will inculcate a love for it. 
All this is important and far-reaching. Others who have land that 
may be similarly donated can hardly do better with it. Several hun- 
dred boys too young for other service will be made-better citizens if 
they can be brought to take pai^oUc pride in knowledge that they, 
top« are doing their bit«

Largely by chance and by accident, 
I happened to be one of four or iivo 
American newspaper men 
who 
wit- 
nessed at first hand the German in- 
vasion of Belgium, and one of three 
who, a little later, witnessed some jf 
the results of the Germanic stibjuga- 
tion of the northern part of 
France. 
Likewise I was inside Germany at the 
time the rush upon Paris was checked 
and the retreat from the Marne took 
place, thereby having opportunity to 
take cognizance of the feelings and 
sentiments and the 
impulses 
which 
controlled the German populace in a 
period of victory and in a period of 
reversals. 


Having seen these thhigs, I hate war 
with all my heart. 
I. am sure that I 
hate it with a hatred deeper than th > 
hate it with a hatred deeper than the 
its actual workings and its garnered 
fruitage. For, you see, I saw the ph^. - 
sical side of it; and, having seen it, I 
want to tell you that I have no words 
with which halfway adequately to de- 
scribe it for you, "so that you may ha .e 
in j'our mind the pictures I have in 
mine.

I would rather that it come now t h i n 
that It come later. 
I have a child.

would rather that child, in her matur- 
ity, might be assured of living in a 
peace guaranteed by the sacriflce.s ar-d 
the devotion of the men and women of 
this generation, than that her father 


should live on in a precarious peace, 
bought and paid for with cowardi?e 
and national dishonor. 


Having spread the gospel of force 
for so long, Prussianized Germany can 
understand but one counter-argument 
—force. We must give her back blow 
for blow—a harder blow in return for 
each blow she gives ua. 
"Thrice Is ho 
armed that hath bis quarrel just;" and 
our quarrel is just. 
All the same, ta 
make war successfully we must make 
it with a whole heai-t. 
We must hold 
it to be a holy war; we must preach a 
jihad, remembering always, now that 
the Chinese empire is a republic now 
that Russia by revolution has thrown 
off the chains of autocracy, that w j 
shall be fighting not only to punish the 
enemy for wrongs inflicted and Insults 
over-patiently endured; not only to 
make the seas free to honest 
com- 
merce; not only for the protection of 
our flag and our ships and the lives of 
our people at home and abroad—but 
along with England, France—yes, and 
Russia—shall be fighting for the pre- 
servation of the principles of constitu- 
tional and representative government 
against those heads of the few remain- 
ing great powers who hold by the d'- 
vine right of kings, and who believe 
that man was not created a self-go\- 
erning creature but a vassal. 


Merely because we are 
willing 
to 
give of our wealth and our granar'es 
and our steel mills, we cannot expect 
to have an honorable share in this war, 
and to share as an equal in its final 
settlement. 
We must risk something 
more precious than money; something 
more than munitions; we must risk ou; 
manhood. 
We cannot expect 
Eng- 
land's navy to stand between us and 
harm for our coasts, and France's worn 
legions to bear the brunt of the trench- 
work. 


Knovv-ing nothing of military 
ex- 
pediency, I yet believe that, for the 
moral effect upon the world and for 
our own position, when the time for 
making peace comes, it would be bet- 
ter for us, rather than the securing of

money paid in will be promptly re- 
turned to the market."

ury certificates is in line with this pol- 
icy. 
Should the 
banks, during the 
next few weeks, absorb several hun-

Beport on C. H. & D. and 
Pere Marquette. 


Washington, April 20.—^Th^ finan- 
cial downfaU of'the Pere Marquette 
railroad and the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton railway is attributed in a 
long report made public today by the 
interstate commerce commiuion pri- 
marily to "br«ach of trust by corpor- 
ate officials, often for personal gain." 


"That downfall with its deplorable 
consequences," the report rea^s, "can 
be traced only to betrayal within and 
not to compulsion without. 
Neither 
rivalry, nor rate level, nor regulation, 
nor all combined can be found on this 
record to have contributed in any ap- 
preciable degree to the disaster. 


"Nothing disclosed in the record be- 
fore us is more to be regretted than 
the readiness of great banking insti- 
tutions in our financial centers to loan 
enormous sums of money upon exceed- 
ingly precarious security in aid of such 
schemes as have been devised in the 
wrecking of these railroads. 


''Not only this but the high officers 
of such institutions, while acting os- 
tenably as directors of the railroads, 
have In fact been little more than tools 
and dummies for the promoters. The 
trustees of other people's money seem 
to have had little compunction about 
violations of their trusts for the bene- 
fit of the promoters and at their de- 
mand." 


The Cincinnati. Hamilton & Day- 
ton, the committee found, suffered the 
"evils of deferred 
maintenance, al- 
most from the close on July 7, 1904, 
of the successful 
Shoemaker-Wood- 
ford management."

This was the cry that swept Chicago 
today as two new restraints, one govern- 
mental and the other voluntary, were 
thrown against the steadily growing wave 
of household buying. 


Pressure applied to the situation took 
the following forms: 


The speculator: 
An investigation of 
reports that speculators were cramming 
warehouses in an effort to corner the 
market in certain foodstuffs was begun 
by Health Commissioner Robertson. 


The consumer: Through its president, 
Mrs. T. Vernette Morse, the homemakers' 
guild instituted a nation-wide movement 
to check hoarding of foods through ap- 
peals to the patriotism of women. 


Despite the restraints thrown about 
food hoarding by thé quantity limitations 
established by grocers, the magnitude of 
buying by hotiseholders led grocers in 
many sections of the city to institute 
what amounted to virtual disruption of 
retail routine. 


Deliveries in many 
instances 
were 
stopped entirely or limited to certain 
products. Quantity restrictions were ex- 
panded until they covered almost every 
staple. 
In many instances telephone 
orders were refused. 


Reporte were received today that gro- 
cers' shelves in many instances had been 
swept clean of the very staples the sales 
of which the grocers had sought to limit 
—canned goods, sugar, flour and soap.

Washington, April 20.—^The censor- 
ship clause of the espionage bill was 
modified in the senate today by the ac-

prohibiting "publication" of Informa- 
tion regarding the movement, num-

London, April 20.—Gen. Maude, com- 
manding the British forces in Mesopota- 
mia, has forced a passage of the Shatt-el- 
Adhem, attacked the Turkish main posi- 
tions and completely routed the Turkish 
forces, says an official statement issued 
today by the British war department. So 
far 1,244 Turks have been taken prisoner. 


VICTORY IN PALESTINE. 


London, April 20.—The general officer 
conunanding the British forces in Egypt 
reports in an official statement to the 
war office that on April 17 the British 
advanced north of the Wadi Ghuzza, in 
southern Palestine, and captured the 
Turkish advanced positions along a front 
of six and one-half miles.

"After nearly three years of refusal

feverish activity to save the country 
over night 
Patriotic organizations, 
almost without

are milling 
around noisily, and, while intentions 
are good, the results are often

Grilson Gardner Says Lady 
Statesman is Rational 
in All Ways.

30.—^The 
first 
woman congressman is generally liked 
by her men colleagues. 
Their atti- 
tude toward her may best be likened 
to that of a big family of boys to th® 
one little sister. 
They all are anxious 
to do something for her and in a kind 
brotherly way are overwhelming her 
with attention. 


Miss Rankin Is taking It all with 
dignified 
composure. 
She 
has 
not 
been swept off her feet, nor Is she aus- 
tere or unfriendly. 
She evidently is 
of the mind that likes people, and to 
her even men are people. 


Miss Rankin Is a goo dtype to serve 
as first woman congressman. 
She is 
nice looking without being pretty or 
beautiful. 
She wears 
good 
clothes 
gracefully, but could not be charged 
with being "dressy." She is thoroughly 
womanly; does not suggest the hard- 
vlsaged feminist, of the cartoons, and 
at the same time she avoids any sug- 
gestion of the flirtatious or coy. 
There 
is nothing of the purring pussy about 
Jeanette. 


As to suffrage the raet that she is In 
congress is the best evidence that Miss 
Rankin is a good suffragist. 
To ob- 
tain the ballot for woman is the one 
big thing to her. 
Other Issues she 
views rather broadly—perhaps 
typ- 
ically. 
She is not siant-mlnded nor 
an extremist. 
Her mind Is open and 
honest and she has evident courage 
to back her convictioins even though 
she may vote In tears. 


Her vote against war was a good 
illustration. 
She had expected to vote 
for war. 
She had not given the mat- 
ter much thought, but her brother, 
who was also her backer and cam- 
paign 
manager, 
had 
advised 
her 
strongly to vote a "man's vote" on the 
war issue. He assured her that other- 
wise she would discredit herself and 
Justify the charge that women were all 
alike and opposed to war for sex rea- 
sons. 


Miss Hankln heard all the debate 


on the war resolution. 
She planted 
herself in the senate when the debate 
began and was there when the vote 
was taken. 
Then she did the same 
thing in the house. 
By midnight of 
the day the vote was taken she had 
about made up 
her 
mind 
to 
vote 
against war, and she then retired to 
her room in the house office building 
to have a final session with herself 
alone and behind locked doors. 


It has been widely heralded 
that 
Miss Rankin sobbed when she deliv- 
ered her voite, which Is true. 
But It Is 
not generally known that a telegram 
announcing the deatn of a near rela- 
tive was delivered to her Just before 
the balloting and that tnere were other 
causes for emotion than the mere con- 
templation of war. 


That Miss Rankin Is possessed of a 
large measure of tact Is amply evi- 
denced by the bre&kfast which was 
giveen in her honor the day of her 
arrival in Washington. 
This break- 
fast was pulled off under the Joint aus- 
pices of the woman's party (nee the 
Congressional Union) and the National 
American Woman Suffrage association, 
and on her right was Miss Alice Paul, 
of the first organizsttlon, and on her 
left Mrs. Carrie Catt, of the second or- 
ganization, and no scratches were ex- 
changed. 


Miss Rankin has had a lot of col- 
leagues to get acquainted with. Every 
one of the 434 members of the house 
felt the first day that it was his solemn 
duty to meet the member from Mon- 
tana, 
and 
Representative 
John 
M. 
Evans, of Missoula, suddenly found 
himself, as "colleague from Montana." 
a person of large and pleasant re- 
sponsibilities. 
He is now almost as 
well known in the house as the lady 
from Montana. 


Miss Rankin has a hard -Job. If she 
pleases half the suffragists she will be 
pretty sure to offend the other half. If 
she pleases one political party she will 
offend the other. 
And evei-y girl in 
her state and district who wants a Job 
and can't get it will be quite sure that 
woman suffrage is a failure.

"That the torpedoplane will become 
an important factor in naval warfare 
in the near future many people have 
no doubt.

This gives, I think, the most 
ready and practical means of defense 
that we can put up at this time.

•Ixth war loan coincides with Amer- 
ica's entry Into tho war. the German 
people in thin way testifying to Its 
conviction of victory. 


The Deutsche Tagos Zeltung soys 
that "this U-boat loan showed that 
even a world-capital power Ilk* the 
United States is unable to «hak« the 
confidence of the.

"The object of discharging men as 


provided In the circular letter of April

It is clear that Gen. Nivel'.o's armies

JE8U8 ANOINTED AT BETHANY. 


UES8ON TEXT—John 13:1-11 
QOLDBN TBXTHBh* h«th done what 
•he conH.—Mk. 14&. 


IMS la a lesson of Jesus In the 


home. It occurred at the beginning of 
passion week. We have before us tn« 
master; the worker, Martha; the wor- 
shiper, Mary; the witness, Lazarus; 
the traitor, Judas, and the people with- 
out 
An unconscious bit of wisdom 


fell from the lips of that good house- 
wife who exclaimed, "How much bet- 
ter my neighbors' houses look when 1 
hare my windows clean." Too much 
we are looking through the eyes of 
selfishness. Out of this lesson let ua 
learn to look through unselfish eyes. 


I. Unjutt Criticism (TV. 1-6). It Is 


six days before Jesus' last Passover. 
The accounts of Matthew and Mark 
suggest It to have been within two 
days, because they mentioned this 
feast after telling of the conspiracy of 
the chief priests and elders with Ju- 
das, who came to his determination to 
sell his Master after the reprimand 
given him on this occasion. 
! (1) The Value of Good Deed*. Je- 
ms did not forget, In the supreme 
hour of his life, the friends whom ha 
loved. 
To bring them some further 


spiritual s^s. he had come to their 
home In Bethany. Doubtless he also 
had In mind the desire to nourish the 
faith which had been kindled In the 
hearts of all by the resurrection of 
Lazarus, just as he returned to Cana 
after having performed his first mir- 
acle (John 4:54). Jesus was Very 
God of Very God, yet he was very 
much of a real man; therefore he en- 
Joyed the pleasures of home us much 
as other men, nnd the Joys of kinship 
and brotherhood. 


(2) The Wealth of Good Dredt. Out 


of her love Mary expended $61, prob- 
ably her whole treasure, in the pur- 
chase of this alabaster box, nnd put 
it aside to use It upon him at the 
proper time. We do not think that she 


l stopped to calculate the cost of this 
I. ointment. Love never estimates value. 


Her deed proved n safer guide of con- 
duct than the calculating prudence of 
Judas and the other disciples (see 
Mutt. 20:8). 
Such deeds are always 


looked upon with suspicion. The Isca- 
riots usually r.re tin- lenders In criti- 
cizing the actions of others. Envy lay 
at the bottom of Ihflr criticism, but 
good deeds are unconscious, for we 
read that "the house was filled with 
odor." 


(3) 
A Standard of Good Deeds 


(Murk 14 :S); "She did whnt she 
could," and we have also tho record 
of good dncds, a memorial to her 
(Mark 14:9). A large number of peo- 
ple who never give of their own to the 
poor nor to the kingdom of God aro 
willing to criticize others who do Kivo 


j out of tho gratitude of their loving 


hearts. 


II. Gracious 
Commendation 
(vv. 


7-11). Jesus praised where his disci- 
ples and Judas criticized. The poor 
they always had with them (Mnrk 
14:7). This must have been a chal- 
lenge that evidently they hnd not at- 
tended to the poor as they should. 
Jesus also tells them frankly that 
whatever they do for him they must 
do speedily. 
Jesus' Judgment upon 


Judas is a rebuke of the disciples; his 
exposure of the sophistry of the crit- 
ics and of their subtlety is suggestive. 
Upon Mary's act he bestowed the 
highest possible praise. 
"She hnth 


done what she could." That is all that 
Is asked of anyone (II Cor. 8:12). Such 
commendation as Jesus bestowed upon 
Mary he bestowed upon no other, and 
his wonderful predictions concerning 
her (Matt. 26:13) have been literally 
fulfilled. Jesus' Judgment upon Mary 
is also suggestive. He shielded her, 
"let her alone;" He approved her 
works as being good, and he Inter- 
preted her innermost purpose In the 
act which she -had performed. This 
outward act was literally the pouring 
forth of her heart's adoration and wor- 
ship. 
Martha was In part taken up 


with her household service. Lazarus 
was In part taken up with bis enjoy- 
ment of tha presence of Jesus, but 
Mary was wholly taken up with Jesus 
himself. Does the record surprise us: 
"Wheresoever this gospel shall be 
preached throughout the whole world, 
this also which she hath done shall be 
spoken of for a memorial of her?" 
Judas, under the judgment of Jesus, 
was stung (Matt. 26:14) and hurries 
at once to the enemies of Jesus to 
strike a bargain with them for the be- 
trayal of his Lord though he did not 
secure from these enemies the equiva- 
lent of what she had poured upon him. 
Christ will bn no man's debtor. 
He 


takes the poor offerings we lay before 
him, and crowns them with the rich- 
est reward. Mary's gift of ointment 
received words of commendation of 
which she never dreamed, and a re- 
ward far beyond her fondest hope, and 
has been the fount of countless deeds 
rich with love. Many people had gath- 
ered, not only for Jesus' sake, But 
that they might see Lazarus also. He 
drew people because of what Jesus had 
done 'for him, yet he drew them to 
Jesns. This brought him also under 
condemnation, for we must share the 
bitterness of the foes of Jesus,

POLAR COMRADES RESCUED, SHACKLETON READY FOR NEW 


FIGHTING ENGLAND'S ENEMIES. 


'JOB' 


fStalt Special.] 


San Francisco. Cal., April 20.—One 


of the most thrilling achievements in 
exploration was tolrl 
here 
recently 


when Sir Ernest Shackleton. English 
hero of the Antarctic, related the ter- 
rors, tragedy and hardships of the 
final chapter in his dash tor the South 
Pole. 


Sir Ernest has Just returned from 


New Zealand, following the rese-ue of 
seven of his party from the far side of 
the polar continent, and is on his way 
to England to join the navy. 


It was a document laboriously 


written In seals' blood which finally 
guided the intrepid explorer to the 
little group of men who awaited help 
on tho far ley barrens. 


Three of the ten, left behind when 


Shackleton and his mates beat up out 
of the south to organize a rescue ex- 
pedition, were found to have died, the 
sufferings ot the others was almost be- 
yond relief. 


Shacklton tells of this super adven- 


ture with the qu,let reserve of a work- 
man who reports a finished job. 


"We reached McMurdo island," he 


said, "on January 10, 1917. I went 
ashore to an old hut and there found 
the document written In seals' blood. 
It said the men were in a hut which 
had been used by Scott, at Cape Evans, 
six miles to tho south. We sailed ac- 
cordingly and saw the men on shore. 
I went in and signaled the men aboard 
ship by lying down once for each man 
that had died in the marooned party. 


"The three men had been lost eight 


months previous. 


"When the Aurora, one of the other 


rescue ships which had tried to reach 
the party, broke away in May, 1915, 
two groups of men had gone inland to 
lay depots and had not returned to 
Hut Point. 
Pour scientists had re- 


mained at Cape Evans. When the two 
parties found each other sixteen dogs 
had died on tbe trail, and Mackintosh, 
Joyce and Wild were badly frostbitten. 
There were, however, ample provisions 
nnd fuel. 


"Tho 
following winter was severe. 


The men arranged to stock tho food 


Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary, U. S. N., at. right, and Sir Ernest Shack- 


leton, heroes of the Arctic and Antarctic and representing America and Eng- 
land in great polar exploits, whom the paths of patriotic duty recently 
brought together in San Francisco. 


Admiral Peary had come west to preach the doctrine of an aeronautic 


department separate from the army and navy and a two-ocean navy for a 
two-ocean country. 


Sir Ernest, whose adventures in the south polar regions are one of 


the most thrilling chapters of exploration and won him knighthood, is on 
his way from New Zealand to England where he will take his place in the 
British navy. 


The two spent several hours together exchanging experiences. 


ished. 
Then began a grim fight 


against death. By this time all the 
men were suffering more or less from 
scurvy, and all but four of the dogs 
had died. 


"Mackintosh fell, and 
Smith and 


Wild were left to look after him. The 
others reached the depot and returned 
with food and oil. The two sick men 
were lashed to sledges. 
Again the 


party was overcome by a storm, and 
Mackintosh volunteered to remain be- 
hind. He was placed in a tent with 
three weeks' provisions. 


"Forty miles from safety Smith died 


of scurvy. 
Rlohard* and TOM later 


rescued Mackintosh. On May ». Mcdfc- 
intosh and Hayward were lost tn try- 
ing to cross sea lea from Hut Point-to 
Cape Evans." 


While in San FranotMO a year ago 


Sir Ernest laarned that. In an «xpe- 
dltion sent from New Zealand to es- 
tablish bases for his attempted pimngii 
across the pole, ten men had been left 
when the Aurora WM carried away In 
the ice.

That Was the answer made by Fort Wayne to the question.

The thing is to bring all available produc- 
tive land under cultivation. In Mr. Ackerman's case the gift is con- 
ditioned such wise as to have vastly more good results than the pro- 
duction of some thousands bushels of potatoes, great and importanl 
,as that will be. His land is to be turned over to boys who will be al- 
lowed to have the fruits of their toil. It will at once enlist in a pa- 
triotic labor four score youth. It will teach eighty boys the dignity of 
labor. It will school almost a hundred youngsters in the imperative 
lesson of self-support. It will give this small army of lads an acquain 
tance with the soil and in many of them will inculcate a love for it 
All this is important and far-reaching. Others who have land tha 
may be similarly donated can hardly do bettor with it. Several hun- 
dred boys too young for other service will bo made better citizens il 
they can be brought to take patriotic pride in knowledge that they 
too, are doing their bit.

Irteous, tho most brutal, the most ma- 
lornant—and sometimes

ins rested on since the world began, 
ind I do hate It. 


But If war has to come—war for the 


^reservation of our national honor and 
>ur national integrity; war for the de- 
ense of our tins arid our people and 
>ur soil; war for tho preservation of 
he principles of representative govern- 
ment among; the nations of the earth— 
: would rather that it come now thxn 
hat it come later. I have a child. 1 
would rather that child, in her matur- 
ty, might be assured of living In a 
>eace guaranteed by the sacrifices and 
he devotion of the men and women of 
this generation, than that her father

Havinit spread tho gospel of force

"Thrice Is ho 
armed that hath his Quarrel Just:" ail'l 
our quarrel la just. All tho same, t:> 
make war successfully wo must malto 
It with a whole heart. Wo must hold 
It to bo a holy war; wo must preach a 
jihad, remembering always, now that 
tho Chinese empire is a republic nowi 
that Russia by revolution has thrown 
off tho chains of autocracy, that <TJ 
shall be fighting not only to punish thfl 
enemy for wrongs Inflicted and Insults 
over-patlently endured; not only to 
make tho seas free to honest com- 
merce: not only for the protection of 
our flag and our ships and tho lives of 
our people at homo and abroad—but 
along with England. France—yes. and 
Russia—shall bo flKhting for the pre- 
servation of tho principles of constitu- 
tional and representative government 
against those heads of the few remain- 
Ing groa.t powers who hold by the d1- 
vino right of kings, and who believe 
that man was not created a self-gov- 
erning creature hut a vassal. 


Merely because we are willing to 


Klvo of our wealth and our granar'es 
and our steel mills, wo cannot export 
to have an honorable share In this war, 
and to share as an equal In Its final 
settlement. We must risk something 
more precious than money; something 
more than munitions: we must risk ou:- 
manhood. 
We cannot expect Eng- 


land's navy to stand between us and 
harm for our coasts, and Franco's worn 
legions to bear the brunt of the trench- 
work. 


Knowing nothing of military ex- 


pediency, I yet believe that, for the 
moral effect upon the world and for 
our own position, when the time for 
making peace comes, It would be bet- 
ter for us, rather than the securing of

Treasury Notes at Once. 


Treasury certificates of indebtedness 


authorizing up to $2,000,000,000 in the 
$7,000,000,000 war finance measure 
before congress will be issued, Secre- 
tary McAdoo 
announced today, as 


may be necessary to meet the require- 
ments of the treasury "as soon as the 
bill becomes a law." 


The bonds authorized by the bill 


probably will not be offered before 
sixty days. 


Meanwhile certificates of indebted- 


ness maturing June 30 and bearing 
accrued interest in payment of sub- 
scriptions for bonds will be sold. 


"The secretary appreciates the de-, 


sirabillty of avoiding any 
derange- 


ment of the money market." said an 
official statement, "and In the financial 
operations in which tho government is 
about to engage it will be his purpose 
to adjust receipts and disbursements 
in such a way that as far as possible 
money paid in will be promptly re- 
turned to tho market" 


"The contemplated sale of treas- 


ury certificates is in line with this pol- 
icy. 
Should the 
banks, during the 


next few weeks, absorb several hun- 
dred million dollars of these certifi- 
cates, the proceeds being paid out ir. 
the course of business, the banks will 
possess ready means with which to 
meet withdrawals made later by de- 
positors in paying for bond subscrip- 
tions.

In European Russia. The grouping of 
the various co-operative societies into 
unions was for a. long time opposed 
by the government—the first union 
having been sanctioned In 1901. But 
it was not until 1911 that these unions 
received powers to carry out their na- 
tural financial operations. In that 
year the Moscow People's bank was 
formed with 1,327 credit societies as 
shareholders. This bank has since be- 
come the most important organization 
for financing agricultural machinery 
purchases, for the sale of- agricultural 


produce and of the cottage and kus- 
tarny manufactures. In other branches 
co-operative societies have been form- 
ed for the purchase and distribution 
of agricultural machinery and Imple- 
ments, Attempts have also been made 
to organize tho collection, transporta- 
tion and sale of fruit, vegetables and 
eggs on a co-operative basis. In south 
Russia there ar« several co-operative 
flour mills, a.nd a number of societies 
have been formed for the construc- 
tion of country grain elevators; the 


largest elevators are being provided by 
the government.

an extremist. Her mind Is open and 
honest and she has evident courage 
to back her convictloins even though 
she may vote in tears. 


Her vote against war was a good 


illustration. She had expected to vote 
for war. 
She had not given the mat- 


ter much thought, but her brother, 
who was also her backer and cam- 
paign 
manager, had advised 
her 


strongly to vote a "man's vote" on the 
war Issue. He assured her that other- 
wise she would discredit herself and 
justify the charge that women were all 
alike and opposed to war for sex rea- 
sons. 


jMlss Hankln heard all the debate 


on the war resolution. 
She planted 


herself In the senate when the debate 
began and was there when the vote 
was taken. 
Then she did,the same 


thing In the house. 
By midnight of 


tho day the vote was taken she had 
abbut made up her mind to vote 
against war, and she then retired to 
her room in the house office building 
to have a flnal session with herself 
alone and behind locked doors. 


It has been widely heralded that 


Miss Rankin sobbed when she deliv- 
ered her vote, which is true. 
But it Is 


not generally known that a telegram 
announcing the deatn of a near rela- 
tive was delivered to her Just before 
tho balloting and that tnero were other 
causes for emotion than tho more con- 
templation of war. 


That Miss Rankin is possessed of a 


largo measure of tact is amply evi- 
denced by tho bre&kfast which was 
glvecn In her honor the day of her 
arrival In Washington. 
This break- 


fast was pulled oft under the Joint aus- 
pices of tho woman's party (nee the 
Congressional Union) and the National 
American Woman Suffrage association, 
and on her right was Miss Alice Paul, 
of tho first organization, and on her 
left Mrs. Carrie Catt, of tho second or- 
ganization, and no scratches were ex- 
changed. 


Miss Rankin has had a lot of col- 


leagues to got acquainted with. Every 
one of tho 434 members of tho house 
felt tho first day that It was his solemn 
duty to meet the member from Mon- 
tana, and Representative John M. 
Evans, of Missoula, suddenly found 
himself, as "colleague from Montana," 
a person of large and pleasant re- 
sponsibilities. 
Ho is now almost as 


well known in the house as tho lady 
from Montana. 


Miss Rankin has a hard Job. If she 


pleases half the suffragists she will lie 
pretty sure to offend the other half. If 
she pleases one political party she will 
offend the other. 
And every girl in 


her state and district who wants a Job 
and can't got it will be quite sure that 
woman suffrage is a failure.
